A roventnc reminder of home in the 
shape of a pretty sample of the Canada 
thistle has been laid on the table of this 
office by J. Meneely, of Poplar lake. It 
was found growing on Kinistino avenue in 
town near its junction with Jasper avenue, 
and was one of a fine healthy patch of grow- 
ing plants. This is the third season these 
thistles have been noticed growing at the 
same place. There is a supposition that 
these thistles will not stand the Northwest 
winter, but it is evidently a great mistake. 
They have been cut down regularly every 
season and not allowed to go to seed, but 
still the patch is increasing in size. 


A party of three miners have rigged up 
mining appratus to work by steam, a fiye 
horse power engine being used. The engine 
sits on a small scow and runs two sets of 
elevators, one raising water and the other 
cravel. The washing apparatus is similar to 
that used in working by hand, but ona 
larger scale. The gravel is raised by being 
caught by the steel buckets of the gravel 
elevator, which is said to work very 
satisfatorily. The machinery is of their 
cwn design and construction, they having 
been working at it during ‘the winter. They 
are now ready for active operations and will 
work on the bar at the mouth of the White 
Mud opposite the Miners’ fiat.

WHO OWNS THIS COUNTRY ? 

An item appearing in another column, 
taken from the Free Press announces 
guardedly a rumor that the Canadian 
Pacific has withdrawn its objections to 
the British Columbia Southern build- 
ing a railroad through the Crow’s Nest 
pass, and that consequently the con- 
struction of the road is likely to be 
observed

the C. P. R, which has now been

When the British Columbia Southern 


was first projected some years ago to 
run from Burrard Inlet through the 
Kootenay mining country to the Crow's 
Nest pass, the railway from Dunmore 
to Lethbridge was still in the hands of 
the Galt Company, and that comprny 
was applying for a charter to extend its 
line to British Columbia 
Southern in the pass. This 
would have given direct connection be- 
tween the coal deposits in the pass and

the silver and gold ores of Kootenay, 
and besides would have given Southern 
Alberta and British Columbia an inde- 
pendent line of railway to the Pacific 
and connected with the States, com- 
peting with the Canada Pacific. That 
was when the C. P. R. made its objec- 
tions ; and although the proposed roads 
would, in one stride, have put Canada 
in the front as a silver producing 
country, the objections of the C. P. R. 
were supported in parliament by the 
ministry and the line was not allowed 
to proceed. The Galt Company and 
the British Columbia Southern were 
not asking for any special favors either 
as to land grants, cash bonus or special 
privileges. All that they asked was 
the liberty of applying British capital 
in the development of an important 
part of this country ; and the privilege 
was denied. This is one instance of 
how the C. P. R. has used its influence 
with ,the government to secure the de- 
velopment of the west.

Since that 
Company has been 
business in Canada, and the line from 
lhunmore to Lethbridge has become 
a part of the C. P. R. system. Now 
the C. P. R. has withdrawn its objec- 
tions and the development of the 
country will be proceeded with, strictly 
of couree along C. I. R. lines and ‘or 
(. P. R. benefit. No doubt the road 
will be constructed and no doubt it 
will tend very greatly to develop the 
coal and silver industries along its 
course, but will anyone pretend that it 
will be as valuable to the country,form- 
ing part of the C. P. R.

But there are 
a few people in the Northwest who 
claim some rights of ownership them 
selves and decline to admit that be 
cause a certain line of action is good 
for the C. P. R. it is therefore good for 
them. They believe that they and 
their intereste have a right to be con- 
sidered not only as well as. but be- 
fore those of the C.P.R, and they 
totally object to the country being com- 
pelled to stand still until the C. P. R

CENSUS. f 
The census of the Territories recently 
taken by the mounted police does not 
clearly establish our right to additional 
representation in the house of commons, 
on a straight ‘asis of population. But 
if the area and importance of the region 
to be represented is at all considered in 
conjunction with the representation 
given the adjoining province of British 
Columbia on like considerations, which 
| were the considerations upon which the 
present representation of the Territories 
| was based, a perfectly good case is 
made out for at least one additional 
member, which would give Northern 
Alberta the separate representation to 
which its population and importance 
entitle it. In any case the large in- 
crease of population in this end of Al- 
| berta has been established with the re- 
sult of showing a giaring inequality in 
the representation of the different parts 
of the Territories that will scarcely bear 
criticism. The totals including Indians 
are: Alberta 35,115, East Assiniboia 
25,507, Saskatchewan 13,450, West 
Assiniboia 11,779. The members for 
West Assiniboia and Saskatchewan to- 
gether do not represent as many people 
as the member for East Assiniboia, and 
are nearly 10,000 short of as many as 
the member for Alberta represents. 
The population of Alberta is within a 
trifle of three times as great as that of 
Western Assiniboia, East Assiniboia 
has nearly twice as many as Saskatche- 
wan, and Alberta more than two and a 
half times as many. Alberta has with- 
in 3200 of as many people as the 
largest and smallest of the coystitut- 
uencies together.

“Judgment was also given in the Queen 
vs. C. D. T. Becher and is in favor of the 
crown. Becher took out a homestead entry 
of a quarter of section 20 in the 24th range, 
township 52, Northwest Territories. It 
was claimed that the entry had been ob- 
tained after these lands had been with- 
drawn from setilement and that the entry 
had been taken by the agent in error. 
Becher refused to give up his property or 
possession of his patent. The court can- 
celled the patent.” 


There was a time in the history of 
Canada when a patent from the crown 
was unimpeachable title to land. That 
time is evidently gone by, for now the 
government repudiates at will patents 
granted in good faith by its duly 
accredited agents, even when no pri- 
vate rights of third parties are infring 
ed upon; and the exchequer court—in- 
stituted to protect ihe rights of private 
citizens—backs it up in the re- 
pudiation. If patents to citizens can 
be cancelled at will because of a mis- 
understanding between the government 
and its agents, it is time we had a new 
government, new agents, new laws o1 
new interpreters of the law. A gener- 
al shaking up all around might result 
in bringing to light the rights of the 
citizen which at present seem to have 
got out of sight in the bottom of the 
basket.

The char- 
ter calls for a road from the eastern bound- 
ary of British Columbia to a suitable termin- 
us on Burrard inlet, to be built in three 
sections. The eastern section ends at 
Kootenay river, in East Kootenay ; the 
centre section at a point on Kootenay lake, 
probably Pilot Bay ; the western section, at 
any point on Burrard inlet, The eastern 
section must be constructed and equipped 
by December 31st, 1896, the central section, 
by December 3lst 1897; and the western 
section by December 31st, 1898. Connection 
will be made at the eastern end with an ex- 
tension of the Lethbridge branch of the 
Canadian Pacific, which is already graded 
At Nelson connection will be made 
with the Nelson and Fort Sheppard, Spok- 
and being one of the objective points of the 
company.
